P ointing an exam ple to the rest 
of th e country, th e president is 
u rg in g establishm ent of a five-day 
w eek in the nation’s biggest busi­ 
ness—the federal governm ent. He 
h a s m ade this the cardinal point 
In his governm ental economy and 
reorganization prgoram .

A moonlit lake, half mile chase, 
a shot, muskrat hole and

The cast of characters included 
A. P. Cardie, deputy game warden, 
Brainerd; Henry Meyer, Pierz, 35, 
and four unidentified friends who 
set a new record for long distance 
running on the shore of a lake. 
The scenes were rehearsed in 
municipal court Saturday morning 
but the xtual happenings will be 
unfolded, bit by bit, Friday, April 
22, before Judge J. J I. Warner. 
Pleads Not Gul’fcy 
Meyer, farmer, was permitted an 
adjournment of trial to complete 
seeding of his land on plea of his 
attorney, C. A. Ryan. He is charged 
with spearing fish, illegal through 
ruling of the M innesota egislature. 
H e entered a plea of* not guilty. 
Meyer was one of a party of five. 
H is friends outdistanced the game 
warden in a mad race down the 
east shore of Lake Edvard, Cardia 
said. Meyer was caught when he 


fell into a muskrat hole, drenching 
himself. > 
Explaining events, Game Warden 
Cardie stated he watched five men 
spearing in the lake between IO 
p. rn. and 10:30 p. rn. The men did 
not use lights as the moon lit up 
the lake. Their intentions were evi­ 
dent, Cardie said. 
The men fled at his approach, 
leaving a gunnysack filled with fish 
and throwing their spears in the 
lake, Cardie related. 
Race Half a Mile 
A race down the sandy beach re­ 
sulted.

mile. The game warden, fearing to 
be outdistanced, drew his revolver 
and fired at random overhead.. At

muskrat hole, surrendered He was 
brought to Brainerd and placed in 
the county jail for the night.

DOLLARS FROM GOOD ROADS— 
Good roads put dollars into the motorist’s pocket. 
A recent report states that Wyoming roads oiled last year 
will save automobile owners $1,087,099 annually. 
The bureau 
of roads in that state has found that the cost of operating a car 
ii one cent a mile less en paved or oiled roads than on gravel. 
And the cost of oiling 596 miles of road was $1,200,000— but 
slightly more than one year’s saving. 
Anyone who has driven over the rutty, muddy, semi- 
impassable roads that are still too prevalent, will bear out these 
findings. 
Nothing save accident is more detrimental to a car, 
or to the motorist’s pleasure. 
In these days of fast transport 
and widespread use of the automobile, the archaic, dangerous 
"cow pa h” road has no place. 
Road oiling is cheap. 
First-class surfaces, of rock-as­ 
phalt mixtures, can be constructed for a very few thousand 
dollars a mile, with remarkably low upkeep costs. 
Such roads

SEA ROMANCE— 
It is hard to understand why simple gallantry has such 
an appeal. 
It is only a veneer, or a gesture; but when time and 
distance have gathered around a gallant act there is something 
about it that draws pur attention and makes us read about it 
and dream over it. 
The other day there died in Spain Admiral Antonio 
Eulate; and his death brought back to mind a half-forgotten 
story of Spanish-Amsr.can War days. 
His daughter, Senorita 
Carir.eia Eulate, wrote to th? Amer.can State Department, asking 
that Taylor Evans of New York be notified of her father’s death. 
Taylor Evans is the son of the late Admiral Robley Evans 
of the U. S. Navy— the “ righting Bob” of navy legends. 
And 
Admiral Eulate was commander of the Spanish cruiser Vizcaya 
on that summer day in 1898 when the Spanish fleet made its 
desperate, hopeless sortie out cf Santiago harbor and was pound­ 
ed to p.eces by the guns of the American fleet. 
Fighting Bob was a captain then, and he commanded 
the battleship .owa. 
When the Spanish ships tried to slip away 
along the Cuoan coast toward tile west, he fastened himself on 
the Vizcaya s quarter and drove it ashore, a flaming wreck filled 
with dead and wounded men and made more horrible by the I 
incessant bursting of shells from its own magazines. 
At great risk of their own lives, sailors from the Iowa 
brought the surviving Spaniards from the riddled Vizcaya. Eulate, 
badly wounded, came to the Iowa’s quarter deck, and, in accord- 
once with ancient naval usage, handed his sword to Captain 
Evans. 
And Evans, taking his opponent by the hand, gave his 1 
sword back to him and told him to keep it, as befitted a brave 
man. 
Now’ it is a little hard to see just what there is about that 
anecdote that makes it memorable a generation later. 
But it 
sticks in the mind, somehow', with a bright, melancholy appeal; 
and it was strong enough to make the daughter of the dead ad­ 
miral write to America to tell the son of Fighting Bob that her 
father was dead. 
It is a picture out of naval romance— two officers facing 
Boe another across an extended sword on a bright quarter deck, 
with the smoke from a burning ship in the background; gallant, 
a little theatrical, and absurdly attractive.

college entrance. 
Mrs. Nelson assures her heare s 
that vocational-guidance is not a 
passing fad. It has grown and d e­ 
veloped out of the vicissitudes of 
life under scientific analysis. 
F ifty years ago 
young 
people 
could be self-supporting at the ear­ 
ly age cf sixteen. What is the out­ 
look today? 
"M isfits” w hich are not confined 
to an y special group are 
able 
to 
m ake adjustm ents even a t m iddle 
life and find happiness and content­ 
m en t in th e change. 
A recent survey in this country 
brought the picture of 80 per cent. 
o f the student body signing up for 
professions while econom ists de­ 
clare 20 per cent, are all that are 
necessary. 
Thus it is vital that parents and 
teachers hold to the ideal that any 
type of honorable work is worthy.
